The 
form er rejxirt ousted the Socialist delegates, 
but there were enough sympathizers of the 
Socialists on the credentials committee to pro- 
pose that the Socialists be adm itted 
Fin a lly 
the Socialist delegates were given the floor, 
to protest against their expulsion. 
Sergius 
Shevitsch 8|x>ko for them fifteen minutes and 
aroused the enthusiasm of his adherents by 
asserting that the Socialists were the back­ 
bone of the United Labor party. 
The first test vote was on the admission of 
George Block, of the Fourteenth assembly 
district. 
The m ajority of the committee rec­ 
ommended the seating of W illiam McCabe 
instead of Block, and this was done. 
The 
Socialists then offered a resolution in favor 
of adm itting both the delegates from con­ 
tested districts and giving each delegation 
half a vote. 
The resolution took the grounds 
that the convention does not decide by this 
action whether the Socialistic party is or is 
not a political party, but unless that body at 
its next meeting abandons all claim to being 
a political party its members shall not be eli­ 
gible as members of the United Lalxjr party. 
Despite its ingenious construction, this reso­ 
lution was rejected and the m ajority report 
of the committe on credentials was adopted. 
The committee on permanent organization 
made a m ajority report in favor of John Mc- 
M ackin for president and John McCabe and 
II. H. Ferguson for vice president. 
The mi­ 
nority report held that no names should have 
tx*en recommended. In debate it was charged 
that the m ajority report was in the nature Of 
a slate. 
A motion by friends of the m ajority 
report to accept the report after striking out 
the names was carried, and nominations for 
permanent officers were then made. 
John 
M cMackin was nominated for president and 
the Socialists made a combination w ith the 
K ing’s county men in supporting John R, 
O’Donnell, of Kings, for that office, though 
O'Donnell is a very conservative and anti­ 
social ¡stir man. 
Henry G e o rg e and Dr. M cGlynn earnestly 
supported McMackin. 
The vote r<suited: McMackin, 111; O'Don­ 
nell, 58. 
A s O'Donnell had the compliment­ 
ary vote of his own county, and the entire 
Socialistic vote, this is regarded as an over, 
whelming defeat for the latter faction.

Is W hat Guzman B lanco W ants to Kno w 
—Great B ritain's Grab. 


N e w Y o r k, Aug. 19.—Guzman Blanco, 
president of Venezuela, is stopping at the 
Windsor hotel. 
In an interview with a re­ 
porter Thursday he said: “The boundary 
question between Venezuela and the colony 
of Dem arara is of the greatest interest to 
Venezuela and the United States. 
I am as­ 
tonished beyond measure that the Am erican 
press has failed to make note of the acts of 
Great Britain in appropriating territory of 
Venezuela and south of tne Orinoco. 
South 
Am erica is divided into three great sections, 
one of which is watered by the Orinoco, an­ 
other by the Amazon, and the third by the 
La P la ta 
The prosperity of those divisions 
depends in a largo measure on the free access 
by commerce to the three rivers. 
The O ri­ 
noco belongs to Venezuela as heirs of the 
Spaniards. The English are acquiring not only 
the territory of the Orinoco and Amazon, but 
have actually taken possession of the land 
bounding the Orinoco at its mouth. 
This act 
Venezuela can not permit, and consequently 
she has suspended her relations with England 
and hus applied to the United States govern­ 
ment to act as an arbitrator in behalf of Ven­ 
ezuela. 
The English government has denied 
the right of arbitration in this matter. 
Ven­ 
ezuela therefore proposes to send a sufficient 
arm y to drive the English usurpers from her 
territory.” 
It is hoped that the United States w ill in­ 
tervene to terminate the question an l require 
Great Britain to submit to abitration. 
Presi­ 
dent Blanco regretted that the Am erican 
press had not taken up the m atter, as the 
usurpation of Am erican territory by a foreign 
power is of importance to the United States.

A NATION OF TEA DRINKERS 


Fo o d and Drink o f the Rnsaian« *» Yo dkft, 
Vegetables, Ry e Ilread and Tea. 
The Russians are a nation of tea 
drinkers; coffee is rare; tea is universal, 
and universally good. 
The t»est tea I 
ever drank was in Russia; they drink it 
at all hours, and without regard to quan­ 
tity—sometimes ten cups at a Kitting, and 
yet, apparently, with impunity. 
Brass 
urns, in which tea water is boiled by 
means of a charcoal fire, are found over 
all the empire; they are called samovars, 
and I found it important to include in in y 
Russian vocabulary the word “ samovar.” 
Their method of making and drinking tea 
has been noticed by all travelers in their 
country. 
They claim that water at the Ijoiling 
point fa destructive to the good qualities 
of ten, so they draw their tea with water 
just below that point. 
They use thin 
glass tumblers, with ordinary saucers; 
sometimes the women use cups, but the 
men never; the tea is pound into sau­ 
cers, which are held on the upturned 
ends of the thumb and fingers of the 
right hand; m ilk and cream are rarely 
used; a block of cut sugar is held in the 
left hand, from which they nibble pieces, 
as they slowly sip their delicious, wine 
colored tea. 
These people are called by the Germans 
the “ Onion Russians,” because of the 
quantity of onions they eat; they might, 
w ith more propriety, be called a nation 
of cucumber eaters. 
Cueumliers are 
raised in great quantities, of excellent 
quality, and may be found, pickled, any­ 
where between Behring Strait and the 
Baltic. 
Cucumber water is a favorite 
hot weather beverage, or, if you w ill 
permit a Celticism, they make their 
lemonade from cucumbers. 
This light 
beverage, however, is not sufficient to 
allay the thirst of the m ujik; L orn his 
abundant rye he 
makes a powerful 
brandy, calk'd vodka; that it is high 
proof is well attested by the numerous 
drunken men over which one must tread 
in the streets. 
Though I saw in many gardens good 
potatoes, cabbages, radishes and turnips, 
the much maligned sunflower w as the 
only apology I saw for floriculture. 
Its 
seeds are esteemed a great delicacy by 
the young people, and are found for sale 
in every shop. 
W e may regard the sun­ 
flower seeds ;is the peanuts of the Rus­ 
sian peasantry. 
Their agricultural implements are of 
the rudest character. 
Grass is cut with 
straight, shapeless blades, made at tho 
country blacksmith’s shop, and attached 
to the end of a straight stick. 
The 
women do the harvesting; the grain is 
cut with sickles, as it was cut 3,000 years 
ago; the ground is plowed w ith roots, 
and harrowed with the limbs of trees; 
the grain is threshed with a flail. 
Black rye bread is the staple article o f 
food throughout the empire. 
The peas­ 
ants live largely on a vegetable diet, meat 
being reserved for the holidays; they sel­ 
dom use a knife and fork, but a wooden 
spoon for liquid food, and the fingers fo r 
anything else. 
On one occasion a something was 
placed before me as I sat at the samovar 
making my tea; I glanced furtively and 
hesitatingly at it, w hereupon the woman 
of the house threw back an upper crust 
w ith her fingers, and revealed a steaming 
conglomeration of little fishes, and en­ 
couraged m e with a reassuring “ Horosho; 
horosho;” (good; good). The fishes were 
unevisceratcH.1, unbeheaded—in short, un­ 
dressed; but on discovering among them 
the fam iliar countenance of a little pick­ 
erel, and determined not to offend the 
hospitality of my hostess, after the fashion 
of little Jack Horner, I extracted the 
pickerel, ate him up, and true to tho 
hypocritical etiqu ette of my country, I, 
too, said: “ Horosho; horosho;” when 
the thing was positively abominable.— 
Jam es Picalton in Outing.
